‘COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS.

To Marshal R. Pease, Constable. of the town of Whate- 
ly. 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
you are directed to warn the inhabitants qualified to vote at 
town meetings to meet at the Town Hall n Whately on 
Monday, the second day of February, 1920, at ten o’clock 
A. M., there to act on the following article: 


Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Article 2. To choose all necessary town officers: Clerk, 
one Selectman for three years, Treasurer, Auditor, School 
Committeeman for three years, Assessor for three years, Li- 
brary Trustee for three years, Cemetery Commissioner for 
three years, Tax Collector, Tree Warden, Constables and 
Elector under the will of Oliver Smith, Esq. 


Article 3. To receive and act upon the reports of all 
officers, commissioners, committees and trustees of the 
town. 


Article 4. To raise and appropriate such sums of money 
as may be necessary to defray town charges for the year 
1920. 


Article 5. To see what the town will do with the 
money received from the county called the Dog Fund. 


Article 6. To see if the town will make an appropria- 
tion for the Library. 
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Article 7. To see if the town will raise money for cem- 
etery purposes. 


Article 8. To see if the town will authorize the Treas- 
urer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money 
in anticipation of revenue. (Such indebtedness to be paid 
during the year 1920) to defray town expenses the coming 
year. 


Article 9. To see if the town will appropriate a sum 
of money to be paid to the Trustees for County Aid to Agri- 
culture in accordance with the provisions and for the pur- 
pose of Chapter 273, Acts of 1918, or for the support of 
demonstration work under the direction of the agent or in- 
tructors of the Trustecs on land owned by the town or on 
land of a resident thereof or pass any vote or votes thereto. 


Article 10. To see if the town will choose a director, in 
accordance with Chapter 273, Acts of 1918, Section 1, to 
serve one year or pass any vote thereto. 


Article 11. To see if the town will vote to construct a 
macadam road from the East Whately school house to meet 
the macadam road at Bartlett’s Corner and from F. lL. 
Graves to top of Lane Hill to be built under the small town 
act, bonding the town to pay for same as may be voted. 


Article 12. To see if the town will vote to instruct the 
Sedctmen to endeavor to have the Amherst Gas Co. ex- 
tend their lines from Homer Briggs up Mill Hill to aeeommo- 
date the residents of that locality from Charles Bardwell’s 
east to their present lines. 


Article 13. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate $100 for the American Legion. 


Article 14. To see if the town will vote to provide for 
the acceptance and administration of the sum of $500 pro- 
vided by the will of L. F. Graves for the care of his cemetery 
lot. 
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And you are directed to serve this Warrant by posting 
up attested copies thereof at each of the post offices in said 
town, seven days at least before the time of holding said 


meeting. 

Hereof, fail not, and make return of this Warrant with 
your doings thereon to the Town Clerk, at the time and 
place of meeting as aforesaid. 

Given under our hands this thirteenth day of January, 
in the year of our Lord one thousand nine hundred and 
twenty.

Work of Farm Bureau 


WORK OF COUNTY AGRICULTURAL AGENT 


Organization meeting held, at which Howard Waite 
was chosen of the Agricultural Demonstration work, Miss 
Grace E. Smith, leader of the Boy’s and Girl’s Club work, 
and Eleanor Crafts leader of Home Demonstration work. 


Considerable time was spent in trying to organize to- 
bacco growers into a cooperative association for grading 
and selling tobacco. While no active organization was com- 
pleted, we believe that the work is bound to bear results. 


A milk demonstration was held, in connection with the 
Hampshire County Milk Producers’ who were selling to the 
same dealers, in order to equalize matters. 


Judged the Junior Exhibit at Grange Hall. 

Gave two pruning demonstrations. 

Assisted three in starting organized farm accounts. 
Made many farm visits to advise on improved methods. 
Spent all or parts of nine days at work in Whately. 


The Home Demonstration Agent started a ecloss in 
clothing, with which she meets at regular intervals. 


Demonstrated: the fireless cooker, and assisted two in 
making them. 


WORK DONE BY THE COUNTY CLUB AGENT 


The following enrolments for Club Work were made :— 
Corn Club 7, Potato Club 2, Pig Club 8, Garden Club 10, 
Canning Club 4, Onion Club 2, Calf Club 1, Sheep Club 1, 
Home Economics 5. 
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Six Corn Club members reported 219.3 bushels of shell- 
ed corn raised, valued at $510.42, and raised at a profit of 
$235.86. Francis Carey, the Corn Club winner, was award- 
ed the first prize in the Corn Club of Franklin County. 


One Potato Club record showed a yield of 71 bushels 
valued at $132, raised at a profit of $78.82. This record was 
made by Emory Sanderson, who was easily second best in 
the Potato Club in Franklin County. 


Five Pig Club records showed 1522 pounds of pork, 
raised, valued at $272.27, raised at a profit of $113.85. It 
should be remembered that this valuation of pork is made 
on the wholesale price basis, and that the saving to the fa- 
milies would be very much larger. 


Two Canning Club records showed 77 1-2 quarts put up, 
valued at $31.67. 


One Onion Club record showed 217 bags raised, valued 
at $512.75, and grown at a profit of $300.50. This record 
was made by Joe Mitzkovitz, who was awarded first prize 
in the Onion Club in Franklin County. 


Whately did some of the best club work in Franklin 
County, and this success is due in a large measure to Miss 
Grace E. Smith, local leader, and to Mrs. Root, leader of 
the Home Economies Club.

Report of the 


Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee, 
Gentlemen: 


It is my privilege to submit to you, and through you to 
the people of the town, this my second annual report as su- 
perintendent of the schools of Whately. 


ATTENDANCE. 


Since the epidemic of influcnza, last year, the schools 
continued uninterruptedly. The attendance last spring 
term was not as good as it should have been. Too many 
families in Whately feel that they may keep their children 
out of work, to do errands or for many less commendable 
reasons. The attendance for the present fall term is much 
improved. In fact the schools in all parts of the town are 
having a period of remarkable prosperity. 


EAST WHATELY. 


For several years the East Whately school has present- 
ed a difficult problem to get satisfactory conditions. Dur- 
ing the last two years the rooms have been so overcrowded 
that about twenty-five children who live near the Deerfield 
line have been diverted to the South Deerfield schools. This 
so relieved the numbers that an assistant was not necessary 
this year. Two of the East Whately teachers resigned in 
the spring. Two new teachers of experience were secured. 
These things have worked revolutions in the improvement of 
conditions in and about the East Whately school. The re-

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cent resignation of Miss Waite, who has entered a much 
more lucrative business position, is to be deeply regretted. 
Miss Marie Coreran, a graduate of North Adams Normal 
School and a teacher of experience, has been secured for 
this position. 

The grounds about the school building should be lev- 
-eled off and made more attractive. As this school is situat- 
ed upon the ear line it to some extent brands the town if the 
yard is seen full of holes where earth is dug out to be put 
upon the road, and if the grass is not kept mowed in the 
yard. 


WHATELY CENTER. 


The congested condition in the Center School was re- 
lieved by opening another school in the town hall building. 
This has given the Center very good school conditions. 
Keeping the seventh and eighth grades separately under a 
strong teacher makes it possible to do intensive work which 
will redound to the advantage of these pupils in their prep- 
aration for high school or for life. The seventh and eighth 
gerade pupils of the West district have becn brought to the 
Center School. This change is working advantageously for 
the pupils who aie transported to the Center and also for 
the relief of the West School. 

The time is not far distant when more school room ac- 
commodation will be needed at the Center. A two-room 
addition to the present building should be undertaken as 
soon as brick and building material are more normal in 
price. 

THE WEST DISTRICT. 


The West School is having an eminently prosperous 
year under the direction of Miss Allis. The situation in 
this school has been much improved by the removal of the 
seventh and eighth grades to the Center. . This enables the 
teacher to concentrate her time and effort upon fewer 
grades, with much more satisfactory work as a result. 
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Our present system of education is much criticised in 
some quarters because the work of the schools does not 
function more directly in the home, on the farm, or in the 
shop or mill. Every effort should be made with all classes 
to make the work react upon the work outside the school. 
Many times such a standard presents very serious difficul- 
ties. The County Farm Bureau is endeavoring to assist in 
this work by offering prizes, and in organizing boys’ and 
girls’ clubs in order to encourage pupils to carry on certain 
projects in the home, such as making so many loaves of 
bread, or so many garments, or raising an acre of onions or 
eorn. Young people of Whately Center and West Whate- 
ly have done some most commendable work in this line, ex- 
hibiting their products, and receiving awards of prizes. The 
school garden at West Whately and the vegetable and fruit 
exhibit at the Center are movements t» make the school 
work function in the home. 


CHANGE OF TEACHERS. 


As usual there have been several changes in our staff 
during the school year. Miss Cecil Carventer of the East 
School resigned in March and Mr. Joseph Ryan, a returned 
soldier, was secured as a substitute for the remainder of the 
school year. Miss Ethelyn Waite, of Amherst, of Vermont 
Normal School, and a teacher of experience, was secured to 
take the grammar room this fall. Miss Campbell resigned 
the intermediate room in June and Miss Cora Quimby, a 
teacher of experience, has conducted the intermediate 
school most acceptably. Miss Pearl Judson resigned the 
Center Primary in June, and Miss Christine Madison, a 
graduate of North Adams Normal was secured for that po- 
sition, and Miss Lillian Schroder, a North Adams graduate, 
was hired for the intermediate schools. The new teachers 
are doing commendable work. The town is fortunate in 
holding a few of its able teachers from year to year. 


The work in music is being kept up under the efficient 
supervision of Mrs. Belle Bullis, whose report follows.

Report of Supervisor of Music 


Andrew 8. Thomson, 
Superintendent of Schools. 


Dear Sir:—The same general teaching plan has_ been 
followed as in previous years. Special attention is being 
given to sight reading, which all agree is the most important 
feature of school music. No matter how well songs are 
taught, unless the child is given the power to sing for him- 
self outside of school, the results are not what they should 
be. In our particular system we reach up to the song 
through sight reading instead of teaching sight - reading 
through the song. Songs are necessary as is sight reading, 
but only when they go hand in hand are the best results ob- 
tained. The value of sight reading was emphasized by 
nearly all the speakers at the Eastern Conference of Music 
Supervisors at Hartford last spring, a most interesting dem- 
onstration being given in one of the large schools of what 
had been accomplished there. The results were unusual and 
gave inspiration to all who observed. 


With the grading necessary in our schools it is impossi- 
ble to do the most satisfactory work. Grade 1, 2 and 3 in 
one room, grades 4, 5 and 6 in the other require skillful 
handling in order to anywhere near cover the schedule. Thd 
grades are not divided in music as in other studies and with 
lesson periods of but fifteen minutes for the three classes we 
have to leave out non-essentials and condense essentials as 
much as possible. 


The aid of all school music is to foster in the child a 
love for music and to develop in him the power to sing from 
the printed page. How nearly this aim is reached you have 
means of judging for yourselves from the children in your 
own homes.
